Measure* in Contemplation That May Result in Re- 
storing Winter Racing to Oakland 
and Santa Anita. 



Ssin Francisco, Cal., April 17. — While the rank and 
file of the local race-going public see little hope lor 
the future of their favorite sport and fear that 
there will lie no racing worthy of the name in Cali- 
fornia for years to cmne. as an outcome of the 
Walker Otis bill, enacted into law at the recent ses- 
sion of the California legislature, a feeling of quiet 
confidence that the situation is not nearly so hope- 
less as it seems pervades those in closest touch with 
T. II. Williams, mentor of the turf on this coast, j 
Williams has pursued a policy of reticence as to his 
plans for the perpetuation of raciug iu California 
from the time that it became evident that the Walk 
er-Otis bill would pass. That his plaus were well 
defined for tin* combatting of the law before it was 
actually enacted is well known by those in touch 
with the situation. It became known before the 
legislature adjourned that the chief concern of 
Williams and those in his confidence was lest some 
anti-turf legislation supplemental to the Walker-Otis 
measure should lie enacted. 

For some reason not yet divulged. Williams and 
his associates were not particularly disturbed over 
the passage of the Walker-Otis bill, though, natn 
rally, they would have been lietter satisfied had 
there lieen no turf legislation of any character. The 
general supposition at the time was that the Walker- 
Otis measure was fatally defective in some essential 
respect. When the hill was debuted in the lower 
house of the California legislature, the venerable 
Grove Johnson, chairman of the judiciary committee, 
warned his colleagues that the measure would lie de- 
clared unconstitutional by the courts, but the ma- 
jority of them apparently took no stock iu his warn 
ing. A high official whose name must not he con- 
nected with the statement for reasons that would l>»* 
patent if his identity should be divulg«*d is quoted 
as having remarked when lie first perused the bill 
that its author was either a “fool or a knave.” And 
yet this official was among those who helped to put 
the hill on the statute books of California.

In this country when a man goes to a race track he expects, among other things, to witness the 
running of each race from start to finish. In England the visitor to Newmarket ex»»ects nothing of the 
sort. Hh knows that, except in the case of some short sprints, he will have to elect between viewing 
the finishes, starts or middle running. In comparison with race courses in this country Newmarket 
Heath Is a vast confusion of various courses, divergent in directions and irregular of distances. There 
are several grandstands and enclosures and an enthusiast bound to see all there Is to lie seen has an 
athletic experience in trudging about from course to course in following an afternoon’s card of races. 

Known as “Headquarters” in England. Newmarket is the racing center of the world. The heath 
is tin* property of the Jockey Club and for every horse trained over the Newmarket tracks a fee is ex- 
acted that brings the Jockey Club a big annual income. Racing has been conducted here for several 
centuries. There is. however, a vast difference between its present well -appointed condition and those 
days of old when rich noblemen tested the speed of their horses, from one agreed-upon point to another, 
over the wide expanses of the heath in its natural condition. No defined tracks, no track buildings of 

any sort and no organized governing body for racing were existent when racing was first done there. 

The first rules of racing were drawn up by a Lord Chief Justice of England. Sir Edward Coke, for the 
government of racing over Newmarket Heath, and that was long ago. It was in those days when 
horses were racing at long distances under high weights that what is now the little-used Beacon Course 
, was the one most raced over. 

In all. there are twenty nine named courses at Newmarket, most of which are merely sections of 
the longest courses. The diagram here published shows their great variety of ascents and descents. 
In all. these courses and their distances are as follows:

in order to divorce the issue from the undeserved 
prejudice which constant misrepresentation has 
aroused against the race track. Here in California, 
as elsewhere, many things have lieen charged up to 
the race track for which it is in no wise respon- 
sible. It lias become a fad to blame the race track 
for all the defalcations, embezzlements and thefts 
that come to light. Embezzlers timl.it much more 
respectable to "confess” to having lost on tin* races 
than to tell the truth concerning what has become of 
their ill-gotten gains. 

In easting atioiit for the most advantageous means 
of testing the Walker-Otis law iu the courts. Presi- 
dent Williams and his advisers came to the con- 
elusion that the coursing contests that are an all 
the year-’ round feature of the smarting calendar in 
this locality would lie just the tiling. The manage 
metit of the local coursing park readily agreed to 
furnish the basis for the desired test, as much for 
Its own lienefit as for that of racing. The jockey 
club will remain in the baekgrouml and will not ac- 
tually figure iu the test of the law, although it will 
provide the sinews of war. No expense will li • 
spared to obtain a thorough going interpretation of 
the new law. It is conceded that nothing short of 
a Supreme Uonrt decision will satisfy laith sides, 
and in order to obtain a final decision before the' 
time rolls around for another California racing sea- 
son to open, the preliminaries will he undertaken 
sit the earliest practicable moment. Carroll Cook, 
who will have charge of the case in behalf of tin* 
sporting interests, enjoys the reputation of being 
one of the I iest constitutional lawyers iu the state. 
Last year he failed, liv a narrow margin, of re- 
election as a Superior Court judge iu this city for 
tie* reason that a great hue and cry was raised 
against him on account of his attitude towards the

It is understood that Judge 
Cook is exceedingly sanguine of obtaining a decision 
that will nullify Hie effect of the new law. 

Nobody in the confidence of the jockey club man- 
agement can lie induced to explain wherein the 
weakness of the law lies, but they do not mind let- 
ting it lie known that they believe the law will fall 
short of the purpose for which it was designed.

PLEASED WITH NEW YORK OUTLOOK. 

Louisville. K.v., April 20. — Matt J. Winn returned 
yesterday from New York and is enthusiastic over 
the prospects of racing over the New York tracks 
this season, lie found the turf situation in New 
York iu better condition than he hud expected. In 
regard to the meeting at Empire City, of which he 
is manager, lie said: 

“Empire City will start Wednesday. July 14, 
ending on Saturday, July 31. 

“The Empire stakes will be announced before 
long and they will lie in keeping with the offerings 
of other metropolitan tracks. 

“Lyman H. Davis, secretary and bandicapjier of 
the New Louisville Jockey Club, will officiate at 
Empire City as heretofore. After the Empire meet- 
ing ends he will accompany me to Juarez. Mexico, 
where the erection of the Mexican Jockey Club 
plant will be begun in June. Bids on the steel 
work are now being received. 

“While in New York 1 met .T. G. Follunsbee. who 
is vice-president of ihe Mexican Jockey Club and a 
director iu the eastern Jockey Club, and he told me 
that the Mexican racing venture is lieing received 
everywhere in the republic in a manner assuring its 
success.”

CAHN’S CHARGES HELD UNTRUTHFUL. 

I>w Angeles. C’al.. April 20. — The stewards of the 
Los Angeles Racing Association at a meeting yes- 
terday refused to entertain flu* charges of crooked 
racing at the Santa Anita track made bv Louis 
Calm, a bookmaker, on the ground that Calm Iras 
lost all standing in California racing circles, and 
that his statements are uuworth.v of consideration.

Go Between is a son of 
Meddler — Indigo and as a two-year-old raced In tlie 
colors of the late Captain Samuel S. Brown, of 
Pittsburg. Sold to Thomas Kerr, he raced as the 
latter’s property when a three-year-old and from 
him passed into the ownership of C. F. Fox and 
from the latter into that of the late Alexander 
Shields. He raced for Fox as a gelding and con- 
tinued to race as such for Shields until after he had 
won the Suburban. Then rumors resulted in an 
investigation which disclosed the fact that Go Bo 
tween is an entire horse. The incident so distressed 
Shields that it is said brooding over it contributed 
in no small measure to his death. The Meddler line 
is a strong one and it may be that Go Between is 
destined to be known as the sire of racers us good 
as himself.
